Extensions and Corrections to the UDC 


Series 4, no. 1, which appeared in February 1960, con- 
tains the approved proposals (P-Notes 659-671) for ex- 
tension or correction of the UDC which were submitted 
in the first half year of 1959. It incorporates amendments 
in the following sections in particular: - 


336 Public finance 

621.382 Electronic devices utilising solid-state effects. 
Semi-conductor devices 

677.1/.5 Textile fibres 

77 Photography. 


In particular the revision of UDC 77 will be greatly 
welcomed, since this section is now brought up-to-date. 
This issue of the Extensions as usual dues not give the 
full new text, but amendments only. Full editions of the 
former text of class 77 are available in German (edition 
67/9, 40,— DM) and Spanish (edition 7, 150 Pesetas). 
An English edition is in preparation. 

Extensions Series 4 no. 1, available from the FID Ge- 
neral Secretariat, costs 35 Dutch guilders (40 guilders 
printed on one side only). A subscription for 1960 will 
also cover the July issue which will probably contain the 
full new texts of 528 Geodesy and 91 Geography. 


OTHER PUBLICATIONS 


International congresses 1681-1899 


The possibility of publishing a bibliography covering 
the whole period since the first international congress 
has been under discussion for several years, although 
priority should be given to the recent past. 

As a first step towards the realization of a bibliogra- 
phy, the Union of International Associations (Palais 
d’Egmont, Brussels) issued recently as its publication 
164 (76 p., incl. index; $ 4,—; 21/-) a full list of ,,Inter- 
national Congresses 1681 to 1899”, later to be continued 
by a list from 1900 to today. Whereas the present volume 
lists 1414 congresses in more than a century, today the 
same number is held annually. 

The card index which served as the basis for the pre- 
sent volume was developed by LaFontaine and Otlet and 
their collaborators. 

The volume is no. 8 in a series of documents for the 
study of international non-governmental relations. In this 
series appeared as no. 5 in 1957 ,,Les 1978 organisations 
internationales fondées depuis le Congrés de Vienne’, 
232 p. (English version, no. 7, out of print).

ding from top'to bottom. The German Normenaussch 
will therefore recommend titling from bottom to top.
